Chinatown  Groups  Work  to  Increase  Voter  Registration,  Participation

As  the  November  2  election 
approaches,  Chinatown  organi¬ 
zations  have  been  working  to 
promote  voter  participation  and 
registration  among  the  area's 
Chinese  community. 

Because  many  representatives 
for  Chinatown  are  uncontested 
(Congressman  Michael  Capuano, 
state  Senator  Dianne  Wilkerson 


English  and  Chinese 


and  Representative  Salvatore 
DiMasi  are  all  unchallenged),  the 
presidential  election  will  likely 
get  the  most  attention  in  the 
neighborhood. 

Boston  Asian  Youth  Essential 
Services,  a  Chinatown  youth  ser¬ 
vices  provider,  has  been  working 
to  get  its  voting-aged  teens  to 
register,  said  the  agency's  direc¬ 
tor,  Jane  Leung. 

"Our  staff  has  definitely 


helped  our  own  teens  to  register 
to  vote,"  said  Leung.

Additionally,  she  said,  the  teens 
have  volunteered  to  help  new 
citizens  register.  They  recently 


assisted  immigrants  who  became 
new  citizens  to  register  to  vote  at 
a  swearing  in  ceremony. 

"Our  teens  alone  [helped  reg¬ 
ister]  90  people,"  she  said.  "They 
were  quite  proud  of  themselves." 

The  Chinatown  Resident 
Association,  according  to  mem¬ 
ber  Michelle  Yee,  holds  ongoing 
voter  registration  drives  and 
reminds  members  to  tell  their 
neighbors  to  vote  in  elections. 


"We  try  to  get  people  to  think 
of  it  as  an  ongoing  process,"  said 
Yee. 

The  Boston  Chinese 
Evangelical  Church  also  works 
to  increase  voter  participation 
and  registration,  including  pro¬ 
viding  bilingual  voter  registra¬ 
tion  forms  to  its  congregation 
and  writing  in  the  church's  mag-

Apartment  Complex 
Might  Replace 
Chinatown  Area 
Supermarket

Well  over  a  hundred  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  local  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  as  well  as  many  South 
End  residents  overwhelmed  a 
city  development  meeting 
Wednesday  night  that  detailed 
plans  to  demolish  Ming's 
Market,  a  quarter-century-old 
Chinatown-area  grocery  store, 
and  replace  it  with  a  market-rate 
apartment  complex. 

The  Hamilton  Company, 
which  is  headed  by  Boston 
developer  Harold  Brown,  has 
rented  space  to  Ming's  Market 
at  1102  Washington  Street  since

The  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  and  the  city's  devel¬ 
opment  agency  have  yet  to 
agree  on  how  much  the 
Chinatown-based  association 
should  pay  in  condo  fees  for 
space  it  hopes  to  buy  at  the  new 
Metropolitan  housing  complex 
in  Chinatown,  but  might  be 
close  to  an  agreement  in  com¬ 
ing  weeks. 

The  association  led  a  30-per¬ 
son,  five-hour  sit-in  at  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority's  city  hall  office  on 
October  4,  hoping  to  persuade 
city  officials  to  lower  the  condo 
fees.  Top  directors  of  the  BRA 
met  with  a  few  of  the  associa¬ 
tion's  leaders  the  day  following 
the  sit-in  but  neither  group

Biolab 

Meeting 

Revives 

Debate

After  months  of  quiet,  the 
debate  over  the  proposed 
Boston  University  biodefense 
lab  sparked  up  again  at  a  meet¬ 
ing  last  week. 

The  meeting  was  part  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority's  review  of  the  most¬ 
ly  federally  funded  facility, 
which  would  be  located  on 
Boston  University  Medical 
Center's  Biosquare  campus  in

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Anna  Wong  Yee  Becomes  Community 
Liaison  for  Silver  Line  Phase  III

Anna  Wong  Yee,  once  a 
familiar  face  in  Chinatown, 
is  back. 

Wong  Yee  has  been 
hired  as  a  community  liai¬ 
son  for  the  Silver  Line 
Phase  III,  which  involves 
running  new  underground 
bus  tunnels  along  Essex 
and  Boylston  Streets  and 
possibly  in  Bay  Village  and 
Chinatown. 

As  community  liaison, 
Wong  Yee  will  inform  the 
community  of  new  devel¬ 
opments  in  the  Silver  Line 
project  and  inform  the 
MBTA  (Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority) 
of  what  the  community 
residents  think  of  those 
developments. 

"I  think  it's  important 
to  have  a  very  close,  two- 
way  communication,"  said 
Wong  Yee,  who  is  fluent  in 
Mandarin,  Cantonese, 
Toisanese,  and  English, 
and  she  is  a  court  and  con¬ 
ference  interpreter. 

She  said  that  she  will 
be  at  community  meetings 
about  the  Silver  Line  and 


will  meet  with  community 
members  before  and  after 
meetings  to  discuss  the 
project. 

Plans  to  locate  tunnels 
and  portals  in  Chinatown 
have  met  criticisms 
because  of  the  disruptions

they  would  likely  cause 
businesses  and  residents. 
The  Phase  III  part  of  the 
project  would  connect  the 
line's  existing  service  from 
Dudley  Square  to  down¬ 
town  Boston  to  the  line's 
planned  service  from 
downtown  Boston  to  the 
South  Boston  Waterfront 
area  and  Logan  Airport. 


A  proposal  to  locate  a 
portal  near  the  DoubleTree 
hotel  on  Washington  Street 
has  met  objections  as  well 
as  a  proposal  to  locate  a 
portal  at  Elliot  Norton 
Park. 

When  asked  about  the 
criticisms  of  the  project, 
Wong  Yee  said  that  they 
are  part  of  a  "normal 
process"  and  noted  that  the 
MBTA  had  cut  earlier 
plans  to  locate  a  portal  at 
the  Wang  YMCA  because 
of  opposition. 

In  addition  to  her  trans¬ 
lation  and  interpretation 
work,  Wong  Yee  has  also 
worked  as  an  English 
teacher  and  at  the 
Women's  Institute  for 
Housing  and  Economic 
Development. 

In  the  late  1970s  and  in 
the  1980s,  she  edited  and 
wrote  for  the  Sampan 
newspaper. 

She  said  she's  "excited" 
about  returning  to  the 
community.

Chinatown  Park  Meeting  October  21

State  and  city  officials 
will  meet  on  October  21  at 
St.  James  Church  to  dis¬ 
cuss  a  new  design  propos¬ 
al  for  Chinatown's  park. 

The  design  is  a 
response  to  suggestions 
and  criticisms  by 
Chinatown  and  Leather 
District  residents  and  com¬ 
munity  leaders  who 
attended  last  month's  com¬ 
munity  meeting  for  the 
nearly  acre-sized  park  near 
the  Chinatown  gate. 

Some  community  lead¬ 
ers  and  area  residents  have 
said  they  are  concerned 
that  features  of  the  so- 
called  "signature"  park 
were  cut  or  reduced.  For 
example,  a  traditional 
splash  fountain  has  been 
replaced  by  a  fountain  that 
would  create  a  fog  mist, 
and  a  giant  structure  rep¬ 
resenting  an  Asian-style

lantern  has  been  eliminat¬ 
ed.  Pylons  with  flags  were 
also  taken  out  of  the  park's 
design  at  the  last  meeting. 

The  park's  funder,  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority,  has  said  that 
the  features  were  unpopu¬ 


lar  and  weren't  stylistically 
aesthetic,  while  supporters 
of  the  features  said  that  a 
more  likely  reason  for  the 
cuts  was  bad  budget  pro¬ 
jections. 

Chinatown's  park  is 
one  of  three  Central 


Artery/ Rose  Kennedy 
Greenway  parks  that  will 
be  constructed  in  Boston 
where  segments  of  1-93 
have  gone  underground 
into  tunnels.  The  other 
two  parks  are  in  the  Wharf 
District  and  the  North  End.

1990  and  now  plans  to  ter¬ 
minate  the  lease  and  build 
a  96-unit  apartment  com¬ 
plex  called  Hamilton 
Towne  Gate  at  the  site.  The 
Hamilton  Company  says 
that  the  project,  which 
would  consist  of  two 
seven-story  buildings, 
would  "improve"  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  Washington  and 
Berkeley  Streets,  help  revi¬ 
talize  that  part  of  the  South 
End,  provide  16  "afford¬ 
able"  rental  units,  and  cre¬ 
ate  construction  jobs. 

Many  at  the  meeting, 
however,  said  the  pro¬ 
posed  benefits  would  pro¬ 
vide  little  to  help  the  com¬ 
munity,  especially  because 
they  feared  Ming's  Market 
would  be  forced  to  either 
relocate  or  go  out  of  busi¬ 
ness. 

When  told  that 
Hamilton  Co.  estimates  its 
project  will  create  20  jobs 
and  that  Ming's  now 
employs  about  92  workers, 
Bill  Moy,  a  leader  of  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council,  said:  "I  know 
that's  not  a  good  trade 
off." 

Attendees  gasped  when 
they  learned  that  the 
"affordable"  apartments, 
which  would  be  mostly 
small  studios,  would  cost 
$1,156  to  $1,734  a  month.

azine  about  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  voting. 

"We’ve  done  sermons 
on  it,"  said  senior  pastor 
Steven  Chin.  "We  know 
that  it’s  a  big  election  and 
it’s  important  to  get  people 
involved  in  it  as  much  as 
we  can." 

The  Boston  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Center  pro¬ 
vides  citizenship  classes 
and  holds  voter  registra¬ 
tion  drives. 

By  far,  one  of  the  most 
active  Chinatown  groups 
is  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association,  which  holds 
voter  education  work¬ 
shops,  mails  bilingual 
voter  to  Chinese  residents, 
and  provides  bilingual 
information  about  how  to 
vote,  the  candidates,  and 
how  to  use  voting 
machines. 

"Our  biggest  efforts 
have  been  on  voter  educa¬ 
tion  and  voter  turnout," 
said  Lydia  Lowe,  director 
of  the  association.  "It  does¬ 
n't  matter  if  you're  regis¬ 
tered  if  you  don't  come 
out  and  vote."

benefits  [only]  Hamilton 
Company,"  said  Henry 
Yee  of  the  Chinatown 
Resident  Association.  Yee 
said  that  many  area  resi¬ 
dents  would  not  be  able  to 
pay  the  rents  of  the  afford¬ 
able  units. 

But  the  most  passionate 
argument  advocating  for 
Ming's  came  from  the 
store's  security  officer  of 
six  years  who  identified 
himself  as  Mark.  "My 
question  to  you  people  is. 
You  plan  on  relocating  us, 
how  long  of  a  period  is  it 
going  to  take?  How  much 
money  is  it  going  to  take 
out  of  all  of  these  people's 
pockets?"  he  said,  pointing 
to  a  crowd  of  Ming's 
employees.  "[These  peo¬ 
ple]  are  my  friends,  my 
family.  How  much  money 
are  you  going  to  take  out 
of  our  pockets,  my  pocket. 
I've  got  a  20-month-old  kid 
that  I  have  to  support." 

According  to  Ellie  Lee, 
a  daughter  of  the  founder 
of  Ming's,  the  store  owners 
first  knew  of  the  plan  to 
build  Hamilton  Towne 
Gate  when  Hamilton  Co. 
presented  them  with  an 
eviction  notice  in  February. 

"It  shouldn't  have  been 
a  surprise,"  said  Brown, 
head  of  Hamilton.  He  said 
that  the  lease  always  had  a 
"demolition  clause"  allow¬ 
ing  Hamilton  the  right  to 
raze  the  building. 

"Ming's  and  I  have 

always  been  friends,"  said 


Brown.  "It  will  all  work 
out  in  the  end."  Reworking 
the  project  to  include  space 
for  Ming's  is  "under  con¬ 
sideration,"  he  added. 

According  to  Randi 
Lathrop  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority, 
Mayor  Thomas  M.  Menino 
will  urge  Hamilton  to 
work  with  Ming's  for 
either  a  relocation  plan  or 
a  plan  to  keep  the  market 
at  the  existing  location. 

According  to  a  June 
Sampan  interview  with 
Winnie  Ho,  part  owner  of 
Ming's,  the  supermarket 
was  founded  in  1978  when 
it  was  located  on  Beach 
Street  and  employed  only 
15  people.  Over  the  years, 
the  store  grew  and  moved 
around  in  Chinatown.  In 
1989,  a  fire  on  Essex  Street, 
where  Ming's  was  located 
at  the  time,  forced  the  store 
to  move  to  its  current  1102 
Washington  St.  address. 

During  the  market's  14 
years  on  Washington 
Street,  it  grew  from 
employing  40  people  to 
over  90,  and  the  store's 
floor  and  storage  space 
nearly  doubled  in  size  to 
35,000  square  feet. 

In  the  June  interview  with 
the  Sampan,  Ho  said  that 
because  that  block  of 
Washington  Street  was 
rundown  in  1990  when 
Ming's  moved  in,  "We 
took  great  risks  moving 
here."

adjacent  to  Chinatown. 

At  the  center  of  the  lab 
debate  are  the  facility's 
level  4  labs,  also  known 
as  "hot  labs,"  and  the  fact 
that  the  facility's  primary 
focus  would  be  on  biode¬ 
fense.  BU  officials 
dropped  the  word  "biode¬ 
fense"  from  much  of  their 
presentation  of  the  facility 
at  the  meeting  last  week 
and  focused  on  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  finding  cures  for 
more  common  infectious 
diseases. 

BU's  Dr.  Mark 
Klempner,  who  would 
head  the  project,  stressed 
the  lab's  role  in  infectious 
disease  research,  showing 
a  list  of  pathogens  and 
diseases  that  included 
HIV,  SARS,  influenza, 
and  staphylococcus  toxin. 
He  did  mention  that  the 
lab  would  also  be  used  to 
find  cures  and  therapies 
for  "bioterror  "  agents, 
such  as  anthrax  or 
plague. 

According  to  the  doc¬ 
umentation  by  the  lab's 
major  funding  source,  the 
National  Institute  of 
Allergy  and  Infectious 
Diseases,  the  facility 
would  support  a  "biode¬ 
fense  agenda."  Also,  the 
highly  secure  level  4  labs 
are  used  to  study  the 
world's  most  hazardous. 


highly  infectious 
pathogens,  many  of 
which  have  no  known 
cure,  such  as  Ebola  or 
Marburg.  Boston  already 
has  university  and  hospi¬ 
tal  labs  that  have  the 
capability  of  studying 
most  non-level  4  agents, 
such  as  AIDS,  influenza 
and  SARS. 

Currently,  only  about 
five  facilities  in  the  coun¬ 
try  --  including  the 
Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia  —  house 
level  4  labs.  BU's  pro¬ 
posed  facility  would  have 
one  of  the  nation's  largest 
level  4  lab  suites,  and  also 
include  less  hazardous 
level  2  and  3  laboratories, 
which  already  exist  local¬ 
ly  at  universities  and  hos¬ 
pitals,  including  BU. 

The  labs'  critics  say 
they  fear  a  level  4 
pathogen  could  escape 
the  facility's  high  contain¬ 
ment  labs  —  either  delib¬ 
erately  or  accidentally  -- 
and  put  city  residents  at 
risk.  But  lab  supporters 
point  out  the  safety 
record  of  existing  level  4 
labs  in  the  U.S.,  which 
have  never  caused  a  com¬ 
munity  outbreak  in  the 
U.S. 

Opponents  of  the  lab¬ 
oratory  were  allowed  10 


minutes  at  the  podium  to 
make  their  case  against 
the  project.  Labs  critics 
seized  the  opportunity  to 
say  that  a  city  health  reg¬ 
ulation  would  need  to  be 
violated  for  the  lab  to 
operate  at  full  capacity  — 
a  claim  BU  officials  have 
denied  --  and  to  say  they 
didn't  trust  a  worst-case 
risk  assessment  put  forth 
by  the  proponents  saying 
the  potential  release  of 
infectious  agents  is  "negli¬ 
gible." 

Compared  to  previous 
biolab  meetings,  many 
people  at  the  meeting  last 
week  appeared  to  sup¬ 
port  the  project,  and  for 
each  person  who  spoke 
against  the  lab,  another 
spoke  for  it.  During  the 
comment  period,  some 
opponents  of  the  biolab 
accused  BU  officials  of 
stacking  the  event  with 
supporters  who  have  a 
vested  interest  in  the  pro¬ 
ject  --  such  as  construc¬ 
tion  and  trade  union 
members  and  scientists 
who  would  benefit  eco¬ 
nomically  from  the  facili¬ 
ty.  Meanwhile,  support¬ 
ers  of  the  lab  accused  lab 
critics  of  "fear  mongering" 
and  telling  half  truths 
about  the  lab  to  scare 
people  into  opposing  it. 

Virologist  and  Ebola 


researcher  Karl  Johnson, 
MD,  said  he  favored  hav¬ 
ing  the  lab  in  Boston,  and 
told  of  the  complex  and 
redundant  safety  mea¬ 
sures  that  go  into  level  4 
labs.  In  such  labs, 
researchers  wear  space 
suits  and  the  air,  which  is 
filtered  twice  to  rid  it  of 
contaminants,  flows  into 
the  lab  and  not  out. 

Johnson  spoke  of  an 
incident  in  which  about  a 
gallon  of  Marburg  virus 
was  dispersed  inside  a 
level  4  lab  in 
Johannesburg,  South 
Africa.  Because  of  the 
lab's  ability  to  contain 
biological  agents,  he  said, 
"nothing  happened." 

"This  kind  of  lab  is 
safe,  anywhere  in  the 
world,"  he  said. 

Lab  critics,  however,

agreed  on  the  other's 
demands. 

The  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
claims  the  BRA  has 
derailed  its  plans  to  pur¬ 
chase  space  at  the 
Metropolitan  by  "unfairly" 
requiring  the  association 
topay  condo  fees  for  twice 
the  amount  of  space  it 
would  actually  own.  This, 
argues  the  association, 
would  force  it  to  subsidize 
BRA-owned  units.  The 
BRA,  however,  said  in  a 
letter  that  the  condo  fees 
are  fixed  under  state  law 
and  based  on  the  value  of 
the  units,  not  on  the  size  of 
the  units.  The  city  agency 
maintains  that  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association's 
space  would  not  be  subject 
to  the  restrictions  that  BRA 
-owned  space  would  be 
subjected  to  and  therefore 
should  be  charged  a  higher 
condo  fee.  The  BRA  also 
pointed  out  the  successes 
of  the  Metropolitan  build¬ 
ing,  which  has  a  high  per¬ 
centage  of  low  and  moder¬ 
ate  income  housing  units. 

But  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
said  that  the  BRA  had 
agreed  to  price  the  condo 
fee  according  to  size  when 
the  group  threatened  to 
protest  at  the  ribbon  cut¬ 
ting  ceremony  for  the 
Metropolitan's  grand 
opening.  After  the  grand 
opening  celebration  --  and 
after  the  association  agreed 
not  to  protest  —  however, 
"the  BRA  reneged,"  said 
Lydia  Lowe,  the  associa¬ 
tion's  director. 

Additionally,  the  asso¬ 
ciation  has  said  that  the 
Metropolitan's  developers 
had  for  years  "verbally 
promised"  low-cost  rental 
space  in  the  housing  com¬ 
plex,  but  the  combination 
of  higher-than-expected 
condo  fees  and  the  sale 
price  would  be  too  expen¬ 
sive.  The  BRA  has  said  it  is 
"committed  to  finding  a 
solution"  to  the  dispute. 

According  to  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association's  leaders,  the 
day  after  the  sit-in,  the 
BRA  offered  to  subsidize 
some  of  the  condo  fees  for 
the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  for  10  years, 
but  the  association  rejected 
the  proposal,  saying  it 
would  not  be  able  to  afford 


the  fees  after  the  decade  is 
up.  The  BRA  did  not  con¬ 
firm  or  deny  that  the 
agreement  was  proposed. 

Earlier  this  week,  Lowe, 
the  director  of  the  associa¬ 
tion,  said  an  agreement 
might  be  announced  soon. 

The  Metropolitan's  site, 
known  as  Parcel  C,  has  a 
long  and  controversial  his¬ 
tory  in  Chinatown. 
Throughout  the  1980s  and 
1990s,  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association, 
along  with  other 
Chinatown  groups,  had 
opposed  putting  a  large 
parking  garage  on  the  site 
and  had  pressured  the 
BRA  to  designate  the  site 


as  a  location  for  a  commu¬ 
nity  center. 

The  Chinese 

Progressive  Association's 
sit-in  at  the  BRA  came 
after  it  held  a  rally  the 
same  day  outside  city  hall. 
The  group  timed  the  rally, 
which  included  city  coun¬ 
cilors  and  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents,  to  coincide  with  the 
BRA's  hiring  of  a  "deputy 
director  for  compliance,"  a 
position  that  has  been 
called,  the  BRA's  "promise 
keeper." 

Accusing  the  BRA  of  a 
history  of  "broken  promis¬ 
es"  especially  to 
Chinatown,  the  demon¬ 
strators  charged  they 
would  closely  follow  to  see

FOOD  0  HEALTH 
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With  a  Motherly  Touch,  Buk  Kyung  Feels  Like  Home

Eating  at  Buk  Kyung  in 
Somerville  reminds  me  of 
eating  at  home.  My  mother 
would  always  serve  meals, 
and,  most  importantly,  the 
food  was  always  good. 
After  all,  there  is  nothing 
like  a  home-cooked  meal. 
The  wait  staff  at  Buk 
Kyung  exudes  overwhelm¬ 
ing  motherliness,  the 
warm  smile,  the  friendly 
demeanor  and  look  of  con¬ 
cern  that  makes  you  feel 
like  you're  at  home.  This  is 
very  important  for  those  of 
us  who  are  far  away  from 
our  homes. 

The  first  time  I  dined  at 
Buk  Kyung,  the  wait  staff 
took  me  aback.  I  even  felt  a 
little  uncomfortable  having 
women,  my  mother's  age 
wait  on  me.  In  fact,  I 
almost  felt  inclined  to  help 
with  clearing  the  table  and 
doing  the  dishes.  This 
sweetheart  of  a  woman, 
who  had  warmly  told  us 
that  she  had  two  children 


here  in  the  U.S.  and  that 
she  had  only  been  here  for 
two  years,  waited  us  on. 

Buk  Kyung  is  a  popular 
restaurant  in  Somerville, 
frequented  by  Koreans 
from  all  over  Boston.  Its 
specialty  is  the  Tong  Man 
Doo  (Korean-style  steamed 
dumplings,  $7.95),  Lojoki 
(sliced  chicken  and  vegeta¬ 
bles  sauteed  with  garlic 
and  hot  red  pepper  sauce, 
$12.95)  and  Samsun 
Ganjajang  (traditional 
Korean  noodles  with 
seafood  and  black  bean 
sauce,  $10.95). 

Now  this  dish  that  I  am 
about  to  explain  to  you  is 
my  absolute  favorite  chick¬ 
en  dish  in  all  of  Boston. 
When  you  order  the 
Lojoki,  make  sure  to  men¬ 
tion  that  you  wish  to  have 
it  with  bones.  This  pro¬ 
vides  for  a  more  tasty  and 
flavorful  part  of  the  chick¬ 
en.  What  comes  out  of  the 
kitchen  is  magnificent  to 
say  the  least.  It  is  a  grand 
ensemble  of  12  to  14  drum¬ 


sticks  deep-fried  in  batter 
and  coated  in  a  thick  garlic 
and  hot,  red  pepper-fla¬ 
vored  sauce  with  tiny  hot 
peppers  swimming  in  the 
sauce.  On  the  side  is  a 
hearty  portion  of  thinly 
sliced  cabbage,  accompa¬ 
nied  by  a  pretty  carrot  gar¬ 
nish.  Anyway,  if  you  are 
as  enthusiastic  about  food 
as  I  am,  it  is  quite  a  sight 
to  behold.  Mix  the  cabbage 
with  the  spicy  sauce  and 
enjoy  that  with  the  chicken 
as  well.  The  chicken  is  pip¬ 
ing  hot  and  has  a  crunchy 
exterior.  Once  you  bite  into 
the  crunchy  exterior,  you 
are  met  by  a  tender,  juicy 
white,  and  certainly  heav¬ 
enly,  center. 

The  Tong  Man  Doo  is 
an  appetizer,  but  it  takes  a 
little  bit  longer  to  make,  as 
it  is  cooked  to  order.  If 
ordered  at  the  beginning  of 
your  meal,  expect  it  to 
come  in  the  middle  of  your 
meal.  The  dumplings  come 
in  a  large  aluminum  pan 
with  a  salty  vinegar  sauce. 


Removing  the  Asian  Stigma  Associated  with  Cancer

According  to  Dr. 
Geoffrey  Chan,  the  cancer 
liaison  physician  for  the 
Commission  on  Cancer  at 
the  New  England  Medical 
Center,  Asians  have  a  cul¬ 
tural  stigma  associated 
with  cancer  and  opt  not  to 
know  if  they  have  the  dis¬ 
ease.  This  needs  to  change 
because  if  you  wait  until 
you  are  feeling  sick,  it  will 
be  too  late  to  treat  or  cure 
the  disease.  Sampan  inter¬ 
viewed  Dr.  Chan  about  this 
stigma  associated  with  the 
"C  word." 

Q.  Why  are  you  educating 


Asians  about  cancer? 

A.  The  number  one  cause 
of  death  for  Asians  in  the 
U.S.  is  not  cardiovascular 
disease;  it  is  actually  can¬ 
cer.  There  are  many  things 
that  can  be  done  for  the 
community  in  terms  of  pre¬ 
vention,  screening,  and 
understanding  how  cancer 
is  treated  in  the  U.S. 

Q.  Is  cancer  a  problem  for  the 
Asian  community  in  Boston  ?  . 
A.  There  are  two  popula¬ 
tions:  the  populations  of 
Asians  that  are  bom  in  the 
U.S.  have  those  same  risk 
factors  as  other  Americans. 
The  immigrant  populations 
have  a  different  cancer  epi¬ 
demiology  than  western

civilization  because  endem¬ 
ic  hepatitis  causes  hepato¬ 
cellular  carcinoma  (malig¬ 
nant  cancer  of  the  liver  tis¬ 
sues)  common  among 
Asian  populations.  And 
because  of  the  diets  and 
food  that  are  used  in  Asian 
cultures,  stomach  cancer, 
which  is  rare  in  the  U.S.,  is 
much  more  common 
among  Asians.  Another 
example  is  cervical  cancer, 
which  is  more  prevalent 
among  Asians  because  the 
women  don't  go  for  Pap 
smear  screenings,  so  the 
cancer  is  not  discovered 
early  enough. 

Q.  Why  is  cancer  screening 
important? 

A.  Because  for  most  can¬ 
cers,  if  you  catch  the  dis¬ 
ease  in  the  early  stage,  the 
disease  is  more  treatable 
and  curable  than  if  you 
catch  the  disease  in  an 
advanced  stage. 

Q.  What  can  Asians  do  to 
prevent  cancer? 

A.  Have  awareness  and  be 
educated  in  terms  of  what 
cancer  is,  how  cancer  is 
caused,  and  what  can  be 
done  to  prevent  it.  It  is 
important  to  get  hooked  up 
into  the  healthcare  system 
to  get  regular  check-ups  in 
order  to  get  all  the  cancer 
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The  homemade  dumplings 
are  delicately  wrapped 
with  a  hearty  portion  of 
meat  and  vegetables  on  the 
inside. 

The  Samsun  Ganjajang 
is  a  traditional  Korean 
noodle  dish  served  with 
seafood  and  vegetables. 
The  dish  comes  in  two 
parts,  one  dish  is  for  the 
noodles,  which  resembles 
spaghetti,  and  another  for 
the  seafood,  vegetables 
and  thick  black  bean  sauce. 
A  pair  of  scissors  is  also 
brought  to  the  table,  to  cut 
the  noodles  up  into  smaller 
pieces  to  make  for  easier 
eating.  After  cutting  up  the 


noodles,  carefully  take  the 
dish  of  thick  black-bean 
sauce,  seafood  and  vegeta¬ 
bles,  and  mix  it  together 
with  the  noodles  as  evenly 
as  possible.  One  might  be 
put  off  by  the  dark  color  of 
this  mixture  but  do  not  let 
that  deter  you.  The  result 
is  a  unique  experience  that 
you  will  not  find  only  in 
Korean  restaurants.  The 
black-bean  sauce  makes 
the  noodles  flavorful  but 
also  on  the  heavy  side.  I 
am  told  that  traditionally 
the  noodles  are  eaten  by 
itself  or  as  a  complement 
to  other  dishes  like  rice. 

My  dinner  at  Buk 


Kyung  is  always  capped 
off  by  the  friendly  service 
and  homey  feeling  I  derive 
from  my  visits.  It  definitely 
makes  being  far  away  from 
home  a  lot  easier.  You  can 
sit  down  and  actually 
enjoy  dinner,  just  like  at 
home,  with  Mom.

A  New  Vision  for  New  Shanghai

Harry  Lau  hopes  his 
restaurant  never  gets  a 
single  complaint. 

Lau  is  one  of  three 
new  owners  of  the  New 
Shanghai  restaurant  on 
Hudson  Street.  In  one  of 
Chinatown's  latest  ven¬ 
tures,  he  is  joined  by 
Wallace  Chung  and 
Stanley  Young,  bringing 
in  a  remarkable  30  years 
of  combined  restaurant 
and  service  experience  to 
the  table. 

It  turns  out  that  Lau's 
comment  about  com¬ 
plaints  refers  to  running  a 
smooth  ship.  He  stresses 
the  importance  of  team¬ 
work  to  all  27  of  his 
kitchen  and  wait  staff  and 
expects  everyone  to 
adhere  to  this  philosophy. 
Lau  frowns  as  he  recalls 
his  days  of  running  a  bus 
company,  organizing 
Boston  tours  as  well  as 
transportation  to  parts  of 
New  England.  He  would 
spend  sleepless  nights 
worrying  about  keeping 
tight  schedules  and  find¬ 
ing  reliable  drivers.  He 
was  constantly  dealing 
with  complaints  from 
both  customers  and 
employees  and  thus  has 
hopes  for  a  complaint  free 
restaurant.  Also  included 
in  Lau's  past  ventures  are 
a  Szechwan  restaurant  in 


Springfield,  a  Chinese  cafe 
in  San  Francisco,  and  even 
a  district  manager  for  a 
local  insurance  company. 
Lau  believes  that  his  wide 
range  of  experience,  cou¬ 
pled  with  the  expertise  of 
Wallace  Chung  and 
Stanley  Young  in  the 
restaurant  industry,  has 
helped  the  three  lucky 
owners  find  their  niche.

And  their  niche  has 
presented  itself  in  a  per¬ 
fect  opportunity:  New 
Shanghai,  which  will  be 
part  of  a  new  guard  of 
restaurants  in  Chinatown 
dedicating  their  craft  and 
skills  to  making 
Chinatown  grander  and 
more  recognizable  in 
North  America,  eventual¬ 
ly  raising  the  standard  of 
Chinese  food  in  Boston. 

I  first  met  Lau,  Wallace 
Chung  and  Stanley  Young 
about  two  weeks  ago. 

New  Shanghai  had 
extended  an  invitation  to 
the  Sampan  Newspaper 
and  other  organizations 
for  a  lavish  dinner,  and 


the  Sampan  happily  oblig¬ 
ed.  The  purpose  was  not 
only  to  provide  us  with  a 
screening  of  their  chefs 
talents  but  also  served  as 
a  local  meet-and-greet.  It 
was  an  opportunity  to 
meet  with  the  other 
Chinese  associations  and 
introduce  New  Shanghai's 
vision  and  philosophy. 

We  were  spoiled  with 
exotic  dishes  such  as  fried 
lobster,  freshly  steamed 
fish,  cold  crab  and  juicy 
chicken .  From  Chef 
Matthew  Tan's  sophisti¬ 
cated  masterpieces  to 
Stanley  Young's  hospitali¬ 
ty,  the  dinner  seemed 
more  like  a  family  reunion 
dinner  than  a  group  of 
strangers  meeting  over  a 
warm  meal. 

"I  know  a  lot  of  peo¬ 
ple's  goal  is  to  make  a  lot 
of  money  in  this  industry, 
but  I  hope  that  people 
remember  the  food  and 
enjoy  themselves,"  Lau 
said.  "We  plan  to  come 
out  with  different  dishes 
and  new  chef  specials  to 
keep  the  public  interest¬ 
ed." 

New  Shanghai's  dedi¬ 
cation  to  Chinatown  is,  in 
a  word,  refreshing.  They 
exude  warmth  and  hospi¬ 
tality  from  the  moment 
you  step  into  the  restau¬ 
rant.  One  cannot  help  but 
hope  for  the  best  for  the 
new  restaurant. 


screenings  needed.  The  best 
way  to  treat  cancer  is  to  not 
to  get  it  in  the  first  place, 
through  behavior  modifica¬ 
tions,  such  as  quitting 
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smoking,  going  in  for  can¬ 
cer  screening  tests  and  reg¬ 
ular  doctor  visits,  and 
avoiding  heavy  drinking 
and  nitrates,  which  are 
preservatives  common  in 
foods  in  Asian  cultures. 

Q.  How  does  someone  know  if 
they  are  at  risk  for  cancer? 

A.  There  are  risk  factors 
that  you  can  do  something 
about  and,  risk  factors  that 
you  have  no  control  over. 
Genetics:  family  history  of 
cancer,  especially  before  the 
age  of  50,  might  make  you 
genetically  susceptible  to 
certain  cancers  and  there¬ 
fore,  you  should  be  evalu¬ 
ated  at  an  earlier  age. 
Lifestyle  choices:  drinking 
and  smoking  puts  you  at 
risk  for  a  variety  of  cancers. 
If  you  are  a  smoker,  you 
have  22  times  greater  risk 
of  getting  lung  cancer  than 
a  nonsmoker.  Age  alone  is 
a  risk  factor:  as  women  get 


older,  the  risk  of  getting 
breast  cancer  increases,  and 
as  men  get  older,  the  risk  of 
getting  prostrate  cancer 
increases.  If  you  are  an 
older  person,  you  need 
your  check-ups. 

Q.  Where  can  Asians  in 
Boston  go  for  more  informa¬ 
tion  about  cancer? 

A.  There  are  several 
resources  that  are  available, 
such  as  local  agencies  that 
talk  about  education  and 
cancer,  local  community 
clinics,  and  primary  care 
doctors  that  will  have  infor¬ 
mation  on  cancer  because 
they  are  the  ones  that  do 
the  screenings.  The 
American  Cancer  Society 
has  resources  and  informa¬ 
tion.

Facts  and  Figures  on  Asian  Americans  in  Massachusetts 

By  Michael  Liu 

The  Institute  for  Asian  American  Studies  at  University  of  Massachusetts  Boston  has  released  detailed  profiles  of  Asian  Americans  in 
the  state  and  in  the  14  cities  and  towns  with  the  largest  concentrations  of  Asian  Americans.  These  profiles,  which  are  based  on  the 
final  releases  of  Census  2000  data,  include  more  detailed  data  on  economics  and  social  conditions  of  the  communities  than  was  previ¬ 
ously  available.  The  profiles  also  have  more  ethnic-specific  data  than  previously  released.  As  you  will  soon  discover,  these  profiles 
paint  the  picture  of  an  Asian  American  community  that  is  extremely  varied  in  economic  and  class  status  and  demography.  Some  of 
the  new  data  from  the  state  and  Boston  compiled  by  the  Institute  for  Asian  American  Studies  include  the  following: 


Many  Asians  are  Biracial 

There  is  a  significant  Asian  American  biracial  and 
multiracial  population  in  the  state.  One  in  ten  Asian 
Americans  in  Massachusetts  identifies  him-  or  herself  as 
biracial  or  multiracial.  Nearly  two-thirds  of  biracial  Asian 
Americans  identify  themselves  as  white  and  Asian,  and 
6%  are  biracial  black  and  Asian. 

Bom  in  the  USA 

Of  the  Asian  populations  (e.g.  Chinese,  Vietnamese, 
etc.)  in  Boston,  Vietnamese  have  the  highest  percentage 
of  their  population  bom  in  the  U.S.,  nearly  40%.  Less 
than  27%  of  Chinese  were  bom  in  the  U.S.  Chinese,  how¬ 
ever,  have  the  highest  rates  of  citizenship  and  naturaliza¬ 
tion. 

Educational  Attainment 
Varies 

Wide  disparities  exist  among  Asian  populations  when 
it  comes  to  college  and  graduate  school.  Here  are  some 
stats  about  higher  ed  and  Asian  Americans: 

*  Over  one-third  of  Japanese  and  Koreans  are  enrolled  in 
higher  education  compared  with  only  8.3%  of 
Cambodians  and  5.8%  of  Laotians. 

*  Indians  and  Chinese  in  Massachusetts  are  more  likely  to 
get  a  college,  graduate,  or  professional  degree  than 
Cambodians  and 
Vietnamese. 

*  Chinese  mirror 
closely  the  educa¬ 
tional  attainment 
figures  of  the  total 
Asian  American 
population. 

*  A  higher  percent¬ 
age  of  Indians  have 
college,  graduate, 
or  professional 
degrees  than  the 
total  Asian 
American  popula¬ 
tion. 

*  When  compared 
to  the  total  Asian 
American  popula¬ 
tion,  a  smaller  per¬ 
centage  of 
Vietnamese  and 
Cambodians  have 
received  a  high  school  diploma. 

*  More  than  one-quarter  of  Chinese  and  Vietnamese 
adults  over  25  years  old  in  Boston  have  less  than  a  ninth 
grade  education.  However,  more  than  30%  of  Chinese 
have  a  bachelor's,  graduate  or  professional  degree,  while 
only  11%  of  Vietnamese  hold  such  degrees. 

*  Indians  exhibit  very  high  educational  attainment,  with 
over  75%  holding  bachelor's,  graduate,  or  professional 
degrees. 

*  Low  educational  attainment  is  particularly  acute  for 
Chinese  and  Vietnamese  females.  Over  44%  of  Chinese 
females  and  over  56%  of  Vietnamese  females  have  less 
than  a  high  school  education. 

English  as  Second  Language 

Nearly  85%  of  Cambodians  who  are  over  age  65  are 
not  proficient  in  English.  Many  other  Southeast  Asians  in 
the  same  age  group  also  have  difficulty  speaking  English, 
as  do  over  78%  of  Chinese  over  age  65  who  live  in 
Boston.  In  contrast,  all  Indians  aged  65  or  older  speak 
English  "well"  or  better. 

Family  Sizes  Larger  than 
Average 

With  4.73  members  per  household,  Cambodians  have  the 
largest  average  household  size  when  compared  to  other 
Asian  American  populations,  followed  by  Laotians,  4.2, 
and  Vietnamese,  3.91. 


Work:  Who's  Doing  What 

Asian  Americans  are  highly  concentrated  in  manage¬ 
ment  positions  and  other  professional  jobs,  but  they  are 
not  as  well  represented  as  the  total  population  in  man¬ 
agement,  business,  and  financial  operations.  (The  differ¬ 
ential  is  more  pronounced  for  Asian  American  males 
than  females.)  Here  are  some  employment  stats  for  Asian 
Americans. 

*  Asian  Americans  are 
more  likely  to  be  in  pro¬ 
duction  occupations  than 
the  total  population. 

*  The  percentage  of  Asian 
American  men  in  food 
preparation  and  service- 
related  occupations  is 
higher  than  that  of  men  in 
the  total  population. 

*  The  percentage  of  Asian 
American  men  in  construc¬ 
tion-related  occupations  is 
significantly  lower  than 
that  of  men  in  the  total 
population. 

*  Over  half  of  Cambodians 
and  one-third  of 
Vietnamese  are  involved  in 
production,  transportation, 
and  material  moving. 

*  Indians  and  Chinese  are 
much  more  represented  in 
management,  professional, 
and  related  occupations 
than  are  Cambodians  and  Vietnamese. 

*  Chinese  and  Vietnamese  are  much  more  likely  to  be  in 
service  occupations  than  Indians  and  Cambodians. 

*  Among  the  different  Asian  populations  in  Boston, 
Chinese  males  are  much  more  likely  than  other  Asian 
American  males  to  be  in  service  occupations. 

*  Vietnamese  are  least  likely  to  be  in  management,  pro¬ 
fessional,  and  related  occupations,  and  significantly 
more  likely  to  be  in  production,  transportation,  and 
material  moving  occupations.  Also,  Vietnamese  males 
are  five  times  more  concentrated  in  construction,  extrac¬ 
tion,  and  maintenance  occupations  than  other  Asian 
Americans. 

*  Indians  are  highly  concentrated  in  management,  pro¬ 
fessional,  and  related  occupations. 

*  Asian  Americans  in  Boston  are  less  likely  to  be  in  the 
public  sector,  6%,  than  the  population  as  a  whole,  13.3%. 
They  are  the  least  well  represented  in  local  government. 

*  Among  Boston's  Asian  populations,  Indians  are  the 
least  concentrated  in  the  private  for-profit  sector,  73.7%, 
while  Vietnamese  are  the  most  concentrated,  82.5%. 

*  Indians  are  more  likely  than  other  Asians  to  be  found 
in  the  private  not-for-profit  sector,  20.4%,  while 
Vietnamese  are  the  least  likely,  6.4%. 

*  Indian  males  are  noteworthy  in  being  over  twice  as 
concentrated  in  the  private  not-for-profit  sector,  22.7%, 
than  a  male  in  the  overall  population,  10.9%. 

*  Indians  are  the  least  likely  to  be  in  the  public  sector, 
4.5%,  while  Chinese  are  the  most  likely,  7.3%. 

*  An  Asian  American  in  Massachusetts  is  more  likely  to 
be  in  the  private  sector  as  an  employee  for  either  a  for- 
profit  or  not-for-profit  company  than  the  total  popula¬ 
tion. 

*  Asian  Americans  tend  to  have  slightly  lower  rates  of 
self-employment  in  both  incorporated  and  non-incorpo- 
rated  business  than  the  total  population. 

*  In  the  public  sector,  Asian  Americans  are  slightly  more 
represented  than  the  total  population  at  the  state  levels, 
but  less  represented  at  the  local  and  federal  levels. 


Needing  a  Helping  Hand 

A  total  of  4.3%  of  the  Asian  American  population 
receives  public  assistance,  a  figure  that  is  lower  than  that 
of  other  non-white  groups  but  higher  than  that  of  the 
total  population.  A  substantially  higher  percentage  of 
Vietnamese  and  Cambodians  receive  public  assistance 
than  do  other  Asian  groups.  Less  them  1  %  of  Indian 
households  receives  any  form  of  public  assistance 
income.

Income  Levels  Are  Not 
What  They  Appear 

Income  very  much  varies  for  specific  Asian  popula¬ 
tions  in  the  state:  Of  the  largest  eight  Asian  American 
subgroups,  Indians  have  the  highest  median  household 
income  —  reaching  $60,000  and  up  --  while  Cambodians 
have  the  lowest  --  often  below  $25,000.  In  fact, 
Cambodians  have  the  highest  poverty  rate  when  com¬ 
pared  with  other  Asian  populations,  with  almost  one  in 
four  Cambodian  families  in  poverty. 

In  between  are  Chinese  and  Vietnamese.  About  half 
of  all  Chinese  households  have  incomes  less  than 
$25,000,  and  41%  of  all  Vietnamese  households  are 
below  the  same  threshold. 

In  Boston,  Indians  have  the  highest  median  house¬ 
hold  income  while  Chinese  have  the  lowest.  The  median 
household  income  of  Chinese  is  lower  than  that  of  Asian 
Americans  overall.  The  Indian  median  household 
income  approaches  that  of  the  total  population. 
Vietnamese  have  the  lowest  per  capita  income.  The 
poverty  rate  of  Vietnamese  families  is  significantly  high¬ 
er  than  that  of  Chinese  families,  which  is  significantly 
higher  than  that  of  the  general  population.  The  Indian 
family  poverty  rate  is  half  that  of  the  general  population. 


Who's  a  Citizen 

Japanese  and  Indians  have  the  highest  percentages  of 
their  populations  who  are  not  citizens.  Cambodians 
have  the  highest  percentages  of  their  population  bom  in 
the  U.S.  Filipinos  have  the  highest  rates  of  citizenship 
and  naturalization;  Japanese  have  the  lowest. 

Who  Owns  Homes 

Chinese  have  the  highest  home-ownership  rate  while 
Japanese  have  the  lowest.  Chinese,  Vietnamese  and 
Indians  all  have  home-ownership  rates  considerably 
below  that  of  whites. 

Rent:  Japanese ,  Koreans 
and  Indians  Pay  the  Most 

Japanese,  Koreans,  and  Indians,  respectively,  have 
the  highest  median  gross  rents  among  all  Asian 
American  populations,  whereas  Cambodians  have  the 
lowest. 

The  rents  paid  by  Chinese  and  Vietnamese  are  less 
than  that  paid  by  the  general  population.  Indians  pay 
significantly  higher  median  gross  rents  than  that  paid  by 
the  general  population.
